pay status. Intermittent (w.a.e.) service 
is credited on an hour for hour basis. 
The waiting period for intermittent 
(w.a.e.) employees will be 1040 or 3120 
hours in a pay status during the applic¬ 
able period of not less than 26 or 78 cal¬ 
endar weeks as provided in subpara¬ 
graphs (1) and (2) of this paragraph. 

(4) For the purpose of determining 
entitlement to a periodic step increase 
when an employee is converted from a 
Pay Method Category having a single 
step schedule to the Manual Category 
which has a range of steps, an equivalent 
increase will be considered to be the 
difference between two steps in the new 
schedule. 

(5) The following are not considered 
to be equivalent increases: 

(i) An increase in wage rate resulting 
from issuance of a new wage schedule, 
unless otherwise specified by the wage¬ 
fixing authority; 

(ii) An increase as a result of a pro¬ 
motion to a pay level equal to or lower 
than the pay level from which demoted 
as a result of reduction in force; 

(iii) An increase as a result of addi¬ 
tional pay assignments or payment of 
tropical differential; 

(iv) An increase as a result of a pro¬ 
motion specifically designating the ap¬ 
proximate period it will be effective does 
not constitute an equivalent increase 
when the employee returns to the lower 
rating. If the employee is not returned 
to the lower rating and the promotion is 
made permanent, the waiting period will 
begin as of the date of the temporary 
promotion. 

(6) Simultaneous actions: If a peri¬ 
odic increase would be due on the same 
effective date as the employee is to be 
promoted or changed to lower grade, 
both actions will be effective on the same 
date; however, the periodic step increase 
will be considered as occurring first. 

(7) Saved rate: If an employee is re¬ 
ceiving a saved rate in steps 1 or 2 of his 
present pay level which exceeds the 
scheduled rate of pay for steps 2 or 3, 
the periodic increase to the next step will 
be effected when it is due even though 
he will receive no increase in pay by such 
action. 

§ 204.16 Individual pay determinations. 
***** 

(b) Manual category. Wage determi¬ 
nations for employees of positions in this 
category shall be made in accordance 
with the following: 

(1) General provisions. When 
changes are made between pay levels 
within this category, scheduled rates 
shall be used. 

(2) Highest previous rate. The 
“highest previous rate” shall be deter¬ 
mined in accordance with § 25.102(f), 
Subpart B, Part 25, this title. 

(3) Salary retention . Subpart D, 
Part 25 of this title shall be applied to 


all employees occupying positions in 
this category. 

(4) New appointments. Normally, 
all new appointments will be made at 
the first step for the position as fixed by 
the appropriate schedule of wage rates. 
Exception may be made in setting the 
rate at a higher step only if the needs 
of the service, in the opinion of the 
appointing officer, clearly justify such 
action and the training, experience, 
skills and knowledge of the appointee 
are sufficient to warrant the exception. 
In such cases, the justification for the 
action and the attendant circumstances 
should be included in the recommenda¬ 
tion for the person's appointment. 

(5) Re-employment . One of the fol¬ 
lowing will apply in setting the rate of 
pay: 

(i) The employee may be given step 1. 

(ii) The employee may be given any 
step which does not exceed his “highest 
previous rate”. 

(6) Transfers. One of the following 
will apply in setting the rate of pay, sub¬ 
ject to the pay savings provisions of 
§ 204.18 or Subpart D, Part 25 of this 
title. 

(i) The employee may be given step 1. 

(ii) The employee may be given any 
step that does not exceed the rate of pay 
received from the releasing agency im¬ 
mediately prior to transfer. 

(iii) The employee may be given any 
step that does not exceed his “highest 
previous rate”. 

(7) Promotions. One of the following 
will apply in setting the rate of pay, 
subject to the pay savings provisions of 
§ 204.18 or Subpart D, Part 25 of this 
title. 

(i) If the employee's present rate of 
pay falls below step 1 of the proposed 
pay level, he will be placed in step 1. 

(ii) If his present rate of pay falls 
between two authorized steps of the pro¬ 
posed pay level, he will be given the 
higher step. 

(iii) If his present rate of pay exceeds 
step 3 of the proposed level, he will be 
placed in step 3 at his present rate. 

(iv) If his present rate of pay is 
exactly the same as one of the author¬ 
ized steps of the * proposed pay level, 
he will be given a one step increase. If 
there is no rate in the higher pay level 
which is at least a one step increase 
above his existing rate of pay, he shall 
receive the maximum scheduled rate of 
such higher pay level, or his existing 
rate, whichever is the higher. 

(v) He may be given any step beyond 
step 1 of the proposed pay level which 
does not exceed his “highest previous 
rate”. 

(8) Reassignments . One of the fol¬ 
lowing will apply in setting the rate of 
pay, subject to the pay savings provi¬ 
sions of § 204.18, or Subpart D, Part 25 
of this title: 

(i) The employee will retain no less 
than the same step in the proposed pay 
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level which he holds in his present pay 
level. 

(ii) He may be given any step which 
does not exceed his “highest previous 
rate”. 

(9) Changes to lower grade. One of 
the following will apply in setting the 
rate of pay, subject to the pay savings 
provisions of § 204.18, or Subpart D, Part 
25 of this title except that no increase in 
pay shall be given when the change to 
lower grade is a result of unsatisfactory 
performance. 

(i) If the employee’s existing rate of 
pay falls between two authorized steps 
of the proposed lower pay level, he may 
be given the higher step. 

(ii) If his existing rate of pay exceeds 
step 3 of the proposed pay level, he may 
be given step 3. 

(iii) If his existing rate of pay is 
exactly the same as the rate for one of 
the authorized steps of the proposed pay 
level, he may be placed in that step. 

(iv) He may be given any step which 
does not exceed his “highest previous 
rate.”

PART 482—COTTON 

Subpart—1960—61 Cotton Products 
Export Program 

Miscellaneous Amendments 

In order to conform the requirements 
of this subpart with the current export 
control regulations of the Bureau of For¬ 
eign Commerce, U.S. Department of 
Commerce, the 1960-61 Cotton Products 
Export Program Regulations (Announce¬ 
ment CN-EX-10) dated April 19, 1960 
(25 F.R. 3544), are hereby amended as 
follows: 

1. Paragraphs (a) and (d) of § 482.359 
are revised to read as follows: 

§ 482.359 Export conditions. 

(a) Eligible destinations. An eligible 
destination to which cotton products may 
be exported under this subpart shall be 
any destination outside the continental 
United States, other than Alaska, Ha¬ 
waii, or Puerto Rico, and other than 
a country covered in § 482.359(d), unless 
a license, if required, has been obtained 
from the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, 
U.S. Department of Commerce. It is the 
policy of CCC not to make equalization 
payments on the export of cotton prod¬ 
ucts to countries or areas for which 
general or specific export licenses will not 
be issued by the Bureau of Foreign Com¬ 
merce. Accordingly, in making applica¬ 
tion for an export payment under this 
announcement, the exporter makes the 
warranty contained in paragraph (d) of 
this section. No payments will be made 
in connection with cotton products ex¬ 
ported for reentry into the continental 
United States, Hawaii, Alaska, or Puerto 
Rico. 

***** 

(d) Warranty . In making applica¬ 
tion for an equalization payment, the 
exporter represents and warrants that 
the cotton products exported pursuant 
to this announcement have not and will 
not be exported by anyone or trans¬ 
shipped by the exporter or caused to be 
transshipped by the exporter to any 
country or area for which an export 
license is required under regulations 
issued by the Bureau of Foreign Com¬ 
merce, U.S. Department of Commerce, 
unless a license for such exportation or 
transshipment thereto has been obtained 
from such Bureau. 

2. Paragraphs (a) and (g) of § 482.361 
are revised to read as follows: 

§ 482.361 Satisfactory evidence of ex¬ 
portation. 

***** 

(a) Separate documents must be sub¬ 
mitted to the New York office for each 
export shipment, and all documents cov¬ 


ering any one shipment must be sub¬ 
mitted at the same time. Each document 
must be identified with the registration 
number assigned by the New York office. 
Where exportation or transshipment 
has been made to any country or area 
for which a validated license issued by 
the U.S. Department of Commerce, Bu¬ 
reau of Foreign Commerce, is required, 
evidence of exportation shall identify 
by license number, in addition to the 
name and address of the consignee, the 
license issued by that Bureau. 

***** 

(g) If the cotton products are loaded 
on board a vessel for shipment to an 
eligible destination and are destroyed or 
damaged while on board such vessel, and 
the cotton products or salvage therefrom 
does not reenter the continental United 
States or does not enter Alaska, Hawaii, 
or Puerto Rico, or countries covered in 
§ 482.359(d) without a license, the cotton 
products shall be regarded as having been 
exported for the purpose of this subpart. 

3. A revised Notice to Exporters ap¬ 
pears below.

Notice to Exporters 

(REVISION OF OCTOBER 19, 1960) 

The Department of Commerce, Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce (BFC), pursuant to regu¬ 
lations under the Export Control Act of 
1949, prohibits the exportation or re-exporta¬ 
tion by anyone of any commodities (except 
bandages, gauze or absorbent cotton with 
respect to Cuba only) under this program 
to Cuba, the Soviet Bloc, or communist-con¬ 
trolled areas of the Far East including Com¬ 
munist China, North. Korea, and the com¬ 
munist-controlled areas of Vietnam, except 
under validated license issued by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce. 

These regulations generally require that 
exporters, in or in connection with their 
contracts with foreign purchasers, where the 
contract involves $10,000 or more and ex¬ 
portation is to be made to a Group R country 
or Cuba, obtain from the foreign purchaser 
a written acknowledgement of his under¬ 
standing of (1) U.S. Commerce Department 
prohibitions (Comprehensive Export Sched¬ 
ule, 15 CFR 371.4 and 371.8) against sales or 
resales for re-export of said commodities, or 
any part thereof, without express Commerce 
Department authorization, to the Soviet 
Bloc, Communist China, North Korea or the 
communist-controlled area of Vietnam or 
to Cuba, and (2) the sanction of denial 
of future U.S. export privileges that may he 
imposed for violation of the Commerce De¬ 
partment regulations. Exporters who have 
a continuing and regular relationship with 
a foreign purchaser may obtain a blanket 
acknowledgement from such purchaser cov¬ 
ering all transactions involving surplus agri¬ 
cultural commodities and manufactures 
thereof purchased from CCC or subsidize 
for export by the Secretary of Agriculture or 
CCC. Where commodities are to be exported 
by a party other than the original purchaser 
of the commodities from the CCC the orig¬ 
inal purchaser should inform the expor e 
in writing of the requirement for obtaining 
the signed acknowledgment from the fore g 
purchaser. 
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For all exportations, one of the destina¬ 
tion control statements specified in BFC 
Regulation (Comprehensive Export Schedule, 
15 CFR 379.10(c) ) is required to be placed on 
all copies of the shipper’s export declara¬ 
tion, all copies of the bill of lading, and all 
copies of the commerical invoices. For addi¬ 
tional information as to which destination 
control statement to use, the exporter should 
communicate with the Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce or one of the field offices of the 
Department of Commerce. 

The above statement is with respect to the 
regulatiops of the Department of Commerce, 
as of October 19, 1960. Exporters should 
consult the applicable regulations for more 
detailed regulations, if desired, and for any 
changes that may be made therein subse¬ 
quent to such date.

I. Basis and purpose, (a) The amend¬ 
ment contained herein is issued pursuant 
to the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1938, as amended (7 U.S.C. 1281 et seq.), 
for the purpose of revising the Allotment 
and Marketing Quota Regulations for 
Peanuts of the 1959 and Subsequent 
Crops (23 F.R. 8515; 24 F.R. 2677, 6803, 
9611, 25 F.R. 897, 8065) to amend § 729.- 
1011(1) by expanding the definition of 
“farm peanut history acreage” so as to 
incorporate the provisions of Public Law 
86-793. 

(b) It is essential that the changes 
made by this amendment become effec¬ 
tive as soon as possible because such 
changes affect the determination of 
farm peanut history acreage” for 1960; 
such acreage in turn affects the determi¬ 
nation of farm peanut allotments for 
!961. it is therefore hereby determined 
<\nd found that compliance with the no¬ 
tice and public procedure requirements 
a nd the 30-day effective date require¬ 
ment of section 4 of the Administrative 
Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 1003), are im¬ 
practicable and contrary to the public 
interest and this amendment shall be 
elective upon the filing of this document 
with the Director, Division of the Fed¬ 
eral Register.

in determining whether the 75 percent 
requirement is met. The final acreage in 
any year on a farm for which a zero 
allotment was established or for which no 
allotment was established shall not be 
taken into account in determining 
whether the 75 percent requirement is 
met. For 1960 and each subsequent year 
in which farm peanut history acreage is 
not preserved under the provisions of 
the three preceding sentences the farm 
peanut history acreage shall be the sum 
of (i) the final acreage (adjusted to 
compensate for abnormal conditions 
affecting acreage if the county commit¬ 
tee determines that such action is neces¬ 
sary to maintain equitable allotments), 
(ii) the acreage diverted from the pro¬ 
duction of peanuts under provisions of 
the Soil Bank Act or the Great Plains 
Program, (iii) acreage temporarily re¬ 
leased to the county committee under 
provisions of § 729.1024, and (iv) the 
amount of any reduction in the current 
year allotment made pursuant to the 
provisions of § 729.1023. Notwithstand¬ 
ing any other provisions of this part and 
subject only to any limitation imposed by 
the provisions of section 377 of the Act, 
the peanut history acreage for each year 
of the base period shall be zero unless in 
one or more years of the base period there 
is acreage in the peanut history acreage 
of a kind other than acreage released 
to the county committee or acreage re¬ 
duction^) for the violation of marketing 
quota regulations. The farm peanut 
history acreage for any year shall not 
exceed the farm peanut allotment for the 
farm for such year. 

(2) In the determination of “farm 
peanut history acreage,” the maximum 
acreage which may be regarded as de¬ 
voted to peanuts under the Soil Bank 
Act is the sum of (i) the acreage on 
the farm in the conservation reserve 
at the regular rate under a contract 
which has not been cancelled and has 
not expired (see Part 485 of this title), 
plus (ii) the acreage on the farm placed 
in the conservation reserve at the regu¬ 
lar rate for which the conservation 


1 After deducting acreage released to the 
county committee and the amount of any 
reduction for violation of marketing quota 
regulations in a prior year, but before add¬ 
ing reapportioned acreage or the amount of 
any increase granted for peanuts of a type 
determined to be in short supply. 


contract has been fulfilled and has 
expired but for which a period after the 
expiration of the contract equal to the 
period of the contract has not ended, 
less (iii) any part of the acreage changed 
under the provisions of the contract 
from cropland to permanent vegetation 
which is not properly maintained in 
permanent vegetation. Also, the acre¬ 
age which may be regarded as devoted 
to peanuts under the Soil Bank Act 
shall not exceed the amount by which 
the farm allotment 1 exceeds the final 
acreage of peanuts on the farm. If the 
farm has an allotment for peanuts and 
allotments for one or more other com¬ 
modities and the acreage placed in the 
conservation reserve at the regular rate, 
computed as specified above, is less than 
the sum of the amounts by which the 
respective allotments 1 exceed the acre¬ 
age actually planted (final acreage in 
the case of peanuts) to each allotment 
crop on the farm, the acreage placed 
in the conservation reserve at the regu¬ 
lar rate shall be prorated and credited 
to each allotment commodity. To pro¬ 
rate this acreage, the sum of the 
amounts by which the respective allot¬ 
ments 1 exceed the acreage actually 
planted (final acreage in the case of 
peanuts) to each allotment crop on the 
farm shall be obtained. This total shall 
then be divided into the amount by which 
the peanut allotment 1 exceeds the final 
acreage of peanuts. The percentage 
thus obtained shall be applied to the 
acreage on the farm under the conserva¬ 
tion reserve at the regular rate. The re¬ 
sult shall be the acreage regarded as 
devoted to peanuts under the Soil Bank 
Act. 

(3) In the determination of “farm 
peanut history acreage”, the acreage re¬ 
garded as devoted to peanuts under pro¬ 
visions of the Great Plains Program is 
the acreage which the county committee 
determines is diverted from the pro¬ 
duction of peanuts in order to carry out 
the provisions of a contract under such 
program, or the acreage which the com¬ 
mittee determines is diverted from the 
production of peanuts in order to main¬ 
tain, for such period after expiration of 
such a contract as is equal to the period 
of the contract, a change in land use 
from cropland to permanent vegetation 
carried out pursuant to the contract. 
The acreage on a farm which is regarded 
as devoted to peanuts under provisions 
of the Great Plains Program shall not 
exceed the amount by which the farm 
peanut allotment 1 exceeds the sum of 
the final acreage and the acreage re¬ 
garded as devoted to peanuts under a 
conservation reserve contract.

SUBCHAPTER I—DETERMINATION OF PRICES 

[Sugar Determination 873.13] 

PART 873—SUGARCANE; FLORIDA 
Prices; 1960 Crop 

Pursuant to the provisions of section 
301(c)(2) of the Sugar Act of 1948, as 
amended (herein referred to as “act”), 
after investigation and due consideration 
of the evidence presented at the public 
hearing held in Clewiston, Florida, on 
September 1,1960, the following determi¬ 
nation is hereby issued: 

§ 873.13 Fair and reasonable prices for 
the 1960 crop of Florida sugarcane. 

A producer of sugarcane in Florida 
who is also a processor of sugarcane 
(herein referred to as “processor”), shall 
have paid, or contracted to pay, for 
sugarcane of the 1960 crop grown by 
other producers and processed by him, or 
shall have processed sugarcane of other 
producers under a toll agreement, in 
accordance with the following require¬ 
ments. 

(a) Definitions. For the purpose of 
this section, the term: 

(1) “Price of raw sugar” means the 
daily spot quotation of raw sugar of the 
New York Coffee and Sugar Exchange 
(No. 6 domestic contract) adjusted to a 
duty-paid basis by adding the U.S. duty 
prevailing on Cuban raw sugar, except 
that if the Director of the Sugar Divi¬ 
sion determines that such price does not 
reflect the true market value of raw 
sugar, because of inadequate volume or 
other factors, he may designate the price 
to be effective under this section which 
he determines will reflect the true mar¬ 
ket value of raw sugar. 

(2) “Raw sugar” means raw sugar, 
96° basis. 

(3) “Net sugarcane” means the gross 
weight of the sugarcane as delivered by 
a producer to a processor minus a deduc¬ 
tion for trash of 4 percent. 

(4) “Standard sugarcane” means 
sugarcane containing 12.5 percent su¬ 
crose in the normal juice. 

(5) “Average percent sucrose in nor¬ 
mal juice” means the percentage deter¬ 
mined by multiplying the season’s aver¬ 
age percent sucrose in crusher juice of 
the producer’s sugarcane by (i) the ratio 
of the average normal juice sucrose for 
all Florida mills to the average crusher 
juice sucrose for all such mills during 
the most recent 5 years; or (ii) the 1960 
crop ratio of the average normal juice 
sucrose to the average crusher juice su¬ 
crose at the processor’s mill. In apply¬ 
ing the method in subdivision (ii) of this 
subparagraph, average crusher juice su¬ 
crose shall be obtained by direct analysis; 
average normal juice sucrose shall be 
computed by multiplying the average 
dilute juice purity by the average normal 
juice Brix; and normal juice Brix shall be 
determined by multiplying the average 
crusher juice Brix by a dry milling fac¬ 
tor, obtained by running dry milling tests 
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supervised by the Florida State ASC 
Office. The processor shall elect the 
method to be used in determining the 
average normal juice sucrose and shall 
uniformly use the method selected 
throughout the crop. 

(6) “Salvage sugarcane” means sug¬ 
arcane containing less than 9.5 percent 
sucrose in the normal juice. 

(7) “State Office” means the Florida 
State Agricultural Stabilization and Con¬ 
servation Office, Gainesville, Florida. 

(8) “State Committee” means the 
Florida State Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee. 

(b) Basic price for purchased sugar¬ 
cane. (1) The basic price for sugarcane 
purchased by a processor from producers 
shall be not less than $1.07 per ton of 
standard sugarcane for each one cent 
per pound of the average price of raw 
sugar obtained by weighting the simple 
average of daily prices of raw sugar for 
each month in which sugar is sold by or 
for the account of the processor by the 
quantity of 1960 crop raw sugar or raw 
sugar equivalent of the sugar sold during 
each month. 

(2) Net sugarcane (except salvage 
sugarcane) shall be converted to stand¬ 
ard sugarcane by multiplying the total 
quantity of net sugarcane delivered by 
each producer by the applicable quality 
factor in accordance with the following 
table:

1 The quality factor for sugarcane of inter¬ 
mediate percentages of sucrose in normal 
Juice shall be interpolated and for sugarcane 
having more than 15.5 percent sucrose in the 
normal juice shall be computed in proportion 
to the immediately preceding interval. 

(3) Molasses payment. The processor 
shall pay for each ton of net sugarcane 
ground an amount equal to the product 
of 5.6 gallons times one-half of the aver¬ 
age net price realized from the disposal 
of blackstrap or final molasses, f.o.b. 
mill tanks, in excess of 4.75 cents per gal¬ 
lon, during the 12-month period ending 
May 31, 1961. 

(4) General, (i) The price for sugar¬ 
cane specified in this paragraph is appli¬ 
cable to sugarcane loaded on carts or 
trucks at the farm, or, if sugarcane is 
transported by railroad, loaded in rail¬ 
road cars at the railroad siding nearest 
the farm: Provided , That if a producer 
delivers sugarcane directly to the mill the 
processor shall pay the producer for 
transporting such sugarcane an amount 
equal to the cost of transporting sugar¬ 
cane (based on gross weight) by railroad 


or by other common carrier, whichever 
customarily is used by the processor. 

(ii) Deductions for frozen sugarcane, 
fiber content determinations and deduc¬ 
tions, definitions of delivery schedules 
and similar specifications employed in 
connection with the purchase of 1960 
crop sugarcane shall be as agreed upon 
between the producer and the processor. 

(iii) Nothing in subdivision (ii) of 
this subparagraph shall be construed 
as prohibiting modification of customs 
and practices which may be necessary 
because of unusual circumstances, any 
such modification to be reported in 
writing by the processor to the State 
Office. 

(iv) In the event a general freeze 
causes abnormally low recoveries of 
raw sugar by a processor in relation to 
the sucrose test of the sugarcane, pay¬ 
ment for such sugarcane may be made 
as agreed upon between the producer 
and the processor subject to the written 
approval of the State Office upon a 
determination by the State Committee 
that the payment is fair and reasonable. 

(v) The processor shall submit to the 
State Office for approval: (a) A state¬ 
ment setting forth the weighted aver¬ 
age price of raw sugar upon which 
settlements with producers are based; 

(b) a statement setting forth the gross 
proceeds and the handling and delivery 
expenses deducted in arriving at the 
net price of blackstrap molasses; and 

(c) a statement prior to the start of 
grinding or within 10 days after the 
date of publication of this determina¬ 
tion in the Federal Register whichever 
is later, specifying the method to be used 
in determining the average percent 
sucrose in normal juice. 

(c) Salvage sugarcane. The price for 
salvage sugarcane shall be as agreed 
upon between the processor and the pro¬ 
ducer, subject to the approval of the 
State Office. 

(d) Toll agreements. The rate for 
processing sugarcane produced by a 
processor and processed under a toll 
agreement by another processor shall be 
the rate they agree upon. 

(e) Applicability. The requirements 
of this section apply to that sugarcane 
grown by a producer within the propor¬ 
tionate share for the farm and processed 
by the processor for the extraction of 
sugar or liquid sugar. 

(f) Subterfuge. The processor shall 
not reduce returns to the producer below 
those determined in accordance with the 
requirements of this section through any 
subterfuge or device whatsoever. 

Statement of Bases and Considerations 

(a) General. The foregoing determi¬ 
nation establishes the fair and reason¬ 
able rate requirements which must be 
met, as one of the conditions for payment 
under the act, by a producer who proc¬ 
esses sugarcane of the 1960 crop grown 
by other producers. 

(b) Requirements of the act. Section 
301(c) (2) of the act provides as a condi¬ 
tion for payment, that the producer o 
the farm who is also directly or in i- 
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rectiy a processor of sugarcane, as may 
be determined by the Secretary, shall 
have paid, or contracted to pay under 
either purchase or toll agreements, for 
sugarcane grown by other producers and 
processed by him at rates not less than 
those that may b'e determined by the 
Secretary to be fair and reasonable after 
investigation and due notice and oppor¬ 
tunity for public hearing. 

(c) 1960 price determination. This 
determination continues the provisions 
of the 1959 crop determination, except 
that the “price of raw sugar” to be used 
in computing settlements with producers 
for sugarcane is specifically designated as 
the daily spot quotation of the No. 6 
domestic contract price. 

A public hearing was held at Clewiston, 
Florida, on September 1, I960, at which 
interested parties were afforded an op¬ 
portunity to testify with respect to fair 
and reasonable prices for the 1960 crop 
of sugarcane. Representatives of pro¬ 
ducer-processors testified and recom¬ 
mended that the provisions of the 1960 
crop determination be the same as those 
for the 1959 determination. No testi¬ 
mony was presented by producers. 

Prior price determinations for Florida 
sugarcane defined the price of raw sugar 
as the daily spot quotation of the New 
York Coffee and Sugar Exchange (do¬ 
mestic contract) which related to bagged 
sugar and was designated as the No. 6 
contract. However, early in 1960 the 
New York Coffee and Sugar Exchange 
put into effect a new domestic contract 
for bulk raw sugar designated as the No. 
7 contract. The Exchange now reports 
the price of raw sugar for both the No. 6 
and the No. 7 contracts. This determi¬ 
nation specifically retains the spot price 
quotation for the No. 6 domestic contract 
for raw sugar as the basis for calculating 
the price of sugarcane. 

Consideration has been given to the 
recommendations presented at the hear¬ 
ing, to information obtained through in¬ 
vestigation and to other pertinent fac¬ 
tors. The comparative returns, costs, 
and profits of producing and processing 
Florida sugarcane, obtained through 
held survey for a recent year, have been 
recast in terms of prospective price and 
Production conditions for the 1960 crop. 
Analysis of these data indicates that the 
Provisions of this determination will con- 
~J? Ue to Provide an equitable sharing of 
nn from sugar and molasses based 
n the sharing of costs between pro- 
Ucers and processors.

Boeing 707-100 Series Aircraft 

A proposal to amend Part 507 of the 
regulations of the Administrator to in¬ 
clude an airworthiness directive requir¬ 
ing modifications to Boeing 707-100 
Series aircraft engine start levers was 
published in 25 F.R. 6988. 

Interested persons have been afforded 
an opportunity to participate in the 
making of the amendment. No objec¬ 
tions were received. However, as one 
operator proposed an alternative means 
for compliance which may be found ac¬ 
ceptable after evaluation, the proposed 
amendment has been reworded to permit 
compliance by FAA approved equivalent 


means. The compliance time has been 
changed from 90 days after the effective 
date of the amendment to within 2,500 
hours’ time in service after the effective 
date. 

In consideration of the foregoing, and 
pursuant to the authority delegated to 
me by the Administrator (25 F.R. 6489), 
§ 507.10(a) (14 CFR Part 507), is hereby 
amended by adding the following new 
airworthiness directive: 

Boeing. Applies to the following 707-100 
Series aircraft: 

Serial Numbers 17586 through 17591, 17628 
through 17651, 17658 through 17672, 17696 
through 17702, and 17925 through 17927. 

Compliance required within 2,500 hours’ 
time in service after effective date. 

Incidents have occurred of the engine start 
lever slipping toward the “OFF” position 
causing engine flame-out. One such incident 
occurred during takeoff. These incidents 
were caused by insecure placement of the 
start lever in the “idle” position. In addition, 
inspections have disclosed the presence of 
incorrect parts and improper installations 
on some airplanes. 

Also, in the present starting ignition sys¬ 
tem, on some airplanes, the igniter plug 
fires during initial engine rotation. This has 
caused combustion chamber explosions when 
fuel vapors were present. 

To correct the above unsatisfactory condi¬ 
tions, the following modifications or FAA 
approved equivalents and inspections are 
required: 

I. Modify and inspect the start lever sys¬ 
tem as follows: 

a. Machine an additional slot at the start 
position of the start lever latch in each of 
the start lever guides as shown in Fig. 1 of 
Boeing Service Bulletin 369 dated April 15, 
1959. 

b. Ascertain that the control stand start 
lever spacers, P/N 66-19067-1 and -2, and 
lever guide fillers P/N 66-9256-3, are correctly 
installed as follows: 

(1) The two outboard spacers must be 
P/N 66-19067-1 and -2 and installed in ac¬ 
cordance with Boeing Drawing 65-1795. 
(Boeing 707 Parts Catalog Fig. 25-2-11 is in 
error in calling for P/N 66-9256-1 and -2 for 
Items 28 and 33. Correct P/N’s are 19067-1 
and -2 as indicated above.) 

(2) The middle lever guide filler, P/N 66- 
9256-3, must be installed with the wide sec¬ 
tion at the top and not at the bottom. (Item 
17 in Fig. 75-2-11 of Boeing 707 Parts Catalog 
is incorrect in that it shows the wide section 
at the bottom.) 

c Ascertain that the start lever detents 
have a minimum distance of 0.53 inch be¬ 
tween the stop strap and the idle detents in 
accordance with Bulletin 369. 

d. After reinstallation of the start levers, 
ascertain that the start lever system is prop¬ 
erly rigged as covered in Chapter 76 Boeing 
707-100 Series Maintenance Manual. This 
applies only to airplanes which require re¬ 
moval of the start lever detents for 
machining the slot. 

II. Modify the starting ignition system as 
follows: 

a. Remove the jumper wire between the 
“COMMON” terminal and “NO” terminal of 
each engine start lever switch (S192, 8193, 
S194, S195). 

b. Install a wire from the “ON” contact 
flight start and control switches (S188, S189, 
S190 and S191) on the pilot’s overhead panel 
to the corresponding engine ignition circuit 
breaker bus on the P6 circuit breaker panel. 
Remove the No. 18 jumper wire between the 
flight start and ground start terminals of the 
engine start and control switch. Boeing 
Service Bulletin No. 195 (R-l) dated July 8, 
1959, and Supplement No. 195 (R-l) A dated 
August 4, 1959, covers these changes. 
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This amendment shall become effective 
December 6,1960.

Curtiss-Wright C-46 Series Aircraft 

Pursuant to the authority delegated to 
me by the Administrator (25 F.R. 6489), 
an airworthiness directive was adopted 
on October 21, 1960, and made effective 
immediately because of the safety emer¬ 
gency involved, as to all known air car¬ 
rier operators of Curtiss-Wright C-46 
Series aircraft. Recent inspections dis¬ 
closed unapproved inspection openings 
in the wing rear spar web. 

For this reason it was found that im¬ 
mediate corrective action was required 
in the interest of safety, that notice and 
public procedure thereon were imprac¬ 
ticable and contrary to the public inter¬ 
est and that good cause existed for mak¬ 
ing this airworthiness directive effective 
immediately as to all known air carrier 
operators of Curtiss-Wright C-46 Series 
aircraft by individual telegrams dated 
October 21, 1960. It is hereby published 
as an amendment to § 507.10(a), (14 
CFR 507), and shall become effective 
upon the date of its publication in the 
Federal Register as to all other persons: 

Curtiss-Wright. Applies to all C-46 Series 
aircraft. 

Compliance required as indicated. 

As a result of recent inspections of C-46 
aircraft, unapproved inspection openings ap¬ 
proximately 3 inches by 5 inches have been 
found in the wing rear spar web at the in¬ 
board flap actuator. 

(a) Prior to further flight visually inspect 
rear face of rear spar web at flap actuators 
by extending flap. 

(b) Cargo aircraft found to have unap¬ 
proved openings in the rear spar web must 
have an approved repair accomplished 
within not more than 25 flight hours. Pend¬ 
ing accomplishment of an approved repair 
the inspection in paragraph (a) must be 
accomplished after each landing and further 
flight not authorized if cracks or other dam¬ 
age are found. 

(c) Passenger aircraft found to have un¬ 
approved openings in the rear spar web must 
have an approved repair accomplished before 
next flight with passengers. Special flight 
permits may be obtained for the purpose of 
permitting aircraft to be ferried to a base 
where repairs can be made. 

This amendment shall become effec¬ 
tive upon publication in the Federal 
Register as to all persons not receiving 
individual notice by telegram dated Oc¬ 
tober 21, 1960.

Tolerances for Residues of Ethion 

A petition was filed with the Food and 
Drug Administration by Niagara Chem¬ 
ical Division, Food Machinery and 
Chemical Corporation, Middleport, New 
York, requesting the establishment of 
tolerances for residues of ethion 
(0,0,O', O' -tetraethyl S,S' -methylene 
bisphosphorodithioate) in or on citrus 
fruits (citrus citron, grapefruit, kum- 
quats, lemons, limes, oranges, tangelos, 
and tangerines) and meat byproducts 
from cattle at 1 part per million. Later, 
the requests for tolerances on citrus 
citron, kumquats, lemons, limes, tange¬ 
los, tangerines and meat byproducts from 
cattle were withdrawn. 

Data before the Commissioner show T 
that residues of this pesticide chemical 
in citrus-pulp cattle feed (made from 
grapefruit and oranges bearing residues 
within the 1 part per million tolerance 
level) will not transmit into meat and 
milk. There is no basis for establishing 
a tolerance for this pesticide chemical 
in meat and milk at a level higher than 
zero. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has cer¬ 
tified that this pesticide chemical is use¬ 
ful for the purposes for which tolerances 
are being established. 

After consideration of the data sub¬ 
mitted in the petition and other relevant 
material which show that the tolerances 
established in this order will protect the 
public health, and by virtue of the au¬ 
thority vested in the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare by the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act (sec. 408 
(d)(2), 68 Stat. 512; 21 U.S.C. 346a(d) 
(2)) and delegated to the Commissioner 
of Food and Drugs by the Secretary (21 
CFR 120.7(g)), the regulations for tol¬ 
erances. for pesticide chemicals in or on 
raw agricultural commodities (21 CFR 
120.173) are amended by adding grape¬ 
fruit and oranges to the list of raw 
agricultural commodities for which tol¬ 
erances have been established. All para¬ 
graph designations are hereby deleted to 
facilitate the insertion of new tolerances. 
As amended § 120.173 reads as follows: 


§ 120.173 Tolerances for residues 
ethion. 

Tolerances for residues of ethion 
(0,0,O',O' -tetraethyl S,S ' -methylene 
bisphosphorodithioate) in or on raw ag¬ 
ricultural commodities are established as 
follows: 

1 part per million in or on apples, 
beans, grapefruit, grapes, melons, onions, 
oranges, peaches, pears, plums, prunes, 
strawberries, tomatoes. 

Zero in meat and milk. 

Any person who will be adversely af¬ 
fected by the foregoing order may at any 
time prior to the thirtieth day from the 
date of its publication in the Federal 
Register file with the Hearing Clerk, 
Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, Room 5440, 330 Independence 
Avenue SW., Washington 25, D.C., writ¬ 
ten objections thereto. Objections shall 
show wherein the person filing will be 
adversely affected by the order, and 
specify with particularity the provisions 
of the order deemed objectionable and 
the grounds for the objections. If a 
hearing is requested, the objections must 
state the issues for the hearing. A hear¬ 
ing will be granted if the objections are 
supported by grounds legally sufficient 
to justify the relief sought. Objections 
may be accompanied by a memorandum 
or brief in support thereof. All docu¬ 
ments shall be filed in quintuplicate. 

Effective date . This order shall be 
effective upon publication in the Federal 
Register.

in the Washington Metropolitan Area 
over which the United States has exclu¬ 
sive criminal jurisdiction and which is 
under the charge and control of the Gen¬ 
eral Services Administration. The regu¬ 
lations in §§ 100.41 to 100.44 are appli¬ 
cable at all times and are in addition to 
any other rules and regulations. 

(a) No person shall, for the purpose 
of soliciting or of picking up passengers, 
drive or operate a taxicab in the build¬ 
ings or upon the grounds of any federally 
owned property in the Washington Met¬ 
ropolitan Area over which the United 
States has exclusive criminal jurisdiction 
and which is under the charge and con¬ 
trol of the General Services Administra¬ 
tion unless: 

(1) The taxicab is duly registered, 
and the driver or operator is duly li¬ 
censed to drive or to operate a taxicab, 
by the proper local government authority 
in at least one of the following juris¬ 
dictions; The District of Columbia; the 
cities of Alexandria or Falls Church, or 
the counties of Arlington or Fairfax, in 
the State of Virginia; or the counties of 
Montgomery or Prince Georges in the 
State of Maryland; or 

(2) When requested by a uniformed 
guard employed by the General Services 
Administration, the driver displays to 
such uniformed guard his public vehicle 
driver’s license or hacker’s permit, and 
a registration card for the taxicab, issued 
by the proper local government author¬ 
ity in a jurisdiction listed in subpara¬ 
graph (1) of this paragraph showing 
that the driver is duly licensed to drive 
or to operate the taxicab and that the 
taxicab is duly licensed to be operated as 
such. 

§ 100.42 Exceptions. 

The regulations in §§ 100.41 to 100.44 
shall not apply to a taxicab and its driver 
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or operator entering federally owned 
property for the purpose of discharging 
passengers, provided such driver or op¬ 
erator does not solicit or pick up passen¬ 
gers while on such federally owned 
property.

Notice is given that the Civil Aero¬ 
nautics Board has under consideration a 
proposal to repeal Part 293 and a pro¬ 
posed amendment of Part 298 of its 
Economic Regulations (14 CFR Parts 
293 and 298), to extend the applicability 
of Part 298 to air taxi operations in 
Alaska, subject to certain specific pro¬ 
visions as hereinafter set forth. 

This rule making action is proposed 
under the authority of sections 204(a), 
411, and 416 of the Federal Aviation 
Act of 1958 and section 8 of the Alaska 
Statehood Act (72 Stat. 743, 769, 771, 
and 344; 49 U.S.C. 1324, 1381, and 1386). 

Interested persons may participate 
in the proposed rule making through 
submission of ten ( 10 ) copies of written 
data, views, or arguments pertaining 
thereto, to the Docket Section, Civil 
Aeronautics Board, Washington 25, D.C. 
All relevant matter in communications 
received on or before November 25, 1960, 
will be considered by the Board before 
taking final action on the proposed rule.

Explanatory statement. Part 298 of 
the Board’s regulations (14 CFR Part 
298) establishes a classification of direct 
air carriers, known as “air taxi opera¬ 
tors,” which is limited to air carriers 
utilizing aircraft having a maximum 
take-off weight not exceeding 12,500 
pounds. The termination date of that 
part has been extended until Novem¬ 
ber 30, 1960, or termination of the rule- 
making proceeding in Docket 11285, 
whichever shall first occur (25 F.R. 
4677). In Docket 11285, the Board 
issued a notice of proposed rule making, 
EDR-13A, on September 21, 1960 (25 
F.R. 9183) in which it proposed to re¬ 
issue Part 298 with certain amendments 
for a period of five years, subject to 
earlier rescission in the public interest. 


Part 293 of the regulations establishes 
a classification of direct air carriers 
known as Alaskan Air Taxi Operators. 
Part 293 was promulgated in the exer¬ 
cise of the Board’s power and duty to 
regulate in Alaska, then a Territory, not 
only air transportation crossing the bor¬ 
ders of Alaska or involving the carriage 
of mail but also intra-Alaskan air trans¬ 
portation which then fell within the defi¬ 
nition of “interstate air transportation” 
in the Act. The Board’s power to regu¬ 
late intra-Alaskan air transportation 
was extended by section 8 (d) of the 
Alaska Statehood Act of July 7, 1958, as 
amended, until June 30, 1961, or the 
effective date of applicable legislation 
adopted by the State of Alaska, which¬ 
ever occurs first. Alaska adopted the 
Alaska Air Commerce Act of 1960 (Chap¬ 
ter 161, Laws of 1960) pursuant to which 
the State assumes economic regulation 
of intrastate transportation by air in 
Alaska effective January 1, 1961. 

It therefore is necessary to repeal, 
effective on that date, those provisions of 
Board regulations which apply to intra¬ 
state transportation by air taxi opera¬ 
tors in Alaska, and to adjust other 
regulations to the new circumstances 
presented. 

It appears to the Board that beginning 
January 1, 1961, the circumstances per¬ 
taining to air taxi operations in Alaska 
will be sufficiently similar to those pre¬ 
vailing in other States to permit rescis¬ 
sion of Part 293 which applies to Alaska 
only, and to permit regulation under 
Part 298 which applies to air taxi opera¬ 
tors generally. In Alaska, as in other 
States, the Board will then regulate 
those operators who perform flights 
crossing State lines, carrying through 
traffic which moves in interstate, over¬ 
seas or foreign air commerce, or carrying 
mail. 

In order to take care of some remain¬ 
ing aspects of air transportation which 
are peculiar to Alaska, the Board pro¬ 
poses to adapt its proposed Part 298 
revision (EDR-13A) by making the fol¬ 
lowing additional amendments: 

(1) Clarify the applicability of the 
part to all States, including Alaska; 

(2) Clarify, in order to avoid misun¬ 
derstandings or doubt, the definition of 
air transportation; 

(3) Retain the definition of “point” as 
an area within a 25-mile radius of an 
airport or place, for Alaska; and 

(4) Limit the blanket authority for 
air taxi operations in “air transporta¬ 
tion” between points in Alaska, or points 
in Alaska and Canada, respectively, to 
operators holding Alaskan State author¬ 
ity for common carriage operation of* 
small aircraft, and to irregular service 
(except as to carriage of mail as author¬ 
ized herein). Operators would be free 
to apply to the Board for individual 
exemption from these restrictions. 

Any changes in the rules applicable to 
intra-state transportation by air in 
Alaska which may take effect on January 
1, 1961 will result from action by the 
State of Alaska and therefore the 
Board’s action herein is limited to “air 
transportation” as defined in the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Act of 1958. The more 
significant changes in the regulation of 
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air taxi operations in air transportation 
in Alaska would be as follows: As a con¬ 
dition precedent to receiving blanket au¬ 
thorization to engage in air taxi opera¬ 
tions (in “air transportation”) in Alaska, 
which is limited to irregular service, the 
operator must hold Alaska State author¬ 
ity to engage in intra-state common car¬ 
riage by small aircraft. There would 
also be extended to taxi operators in 
Alaska the proposed prohibition of EDR- 
13A against operating large aircraft out¬ 
side the scope of Board regulated air 
transportation. 

In order to make it easier for inter¬ 
ested persons to comment on this rule- 
making proposal, proposed Part 298,. with 
the amendments herein proposed incor¬ 
porated, will be set forth herein in its 
entirety. Since a final regulation should 
become effective on January 1, 1961, it 
will be necessary to accelerate the usual 
timetable, and the usual four-week 
period for comments will have to be 
shortened. 

Subpart A—General 
§ 298.1 Applicability of part. 

This part establishes a classification 
of air carriers known as “air taxi oper¬ 
ators,” provides certain exemptions from 
Title IV of the Federal Aviation Act of 
1958, for such carriers, and establishes 
rules and regulations applicable to their 
operations. This part applies to the 
operations of air taxi operators in air 
transportation in all States, territories 
and possessions of the United States of 
America. 

§ 298.2 Definitions. 

As used in this part: 

(a) “Act” means the Federal Aviation 
Act of 1958. 

(b) “Air taxi operator” means an air 
carrier coming within the classification 
of “air taxi operators” established by 
§ 298.3. 

(c) “Air transportation” means inter¬ 
state, overseas, or foreign air transpor¬ 
tation or the transportation of mail by 
aircraft. This includes carriage by air¬ 
craft as a common carrier between places 
in the same State (1) through airspace 
outside that State (over other States or 
the open sea or foreign territory) or ( 2 ) 
where such carriage is part of the move¬ 
ment of the passengers or property 
carried, in interstate, overseas or foreign 
air commerce . 1 

(d) “Maximum certificated take-off 
weight” means the maximum take-off 
weight authorized by the terms of the 
aircraft airworthiness certificate. (This 
is found in the airplane operating rec¬ 
ord or in the airplane flight manual 
which is incorporated by regulation into 
the airworthiness certificate.) 

(e) “Point” when used in connection 
with any territory or possession of the 
United States, or the States of Alaska 
and Hawaii, means any airport or place 
where aircraft may be landed or taken 
off, including the area within a 25-mile 


1 Section 401 (a) of the Federal Aviation Act 
of 1968, as amended, prohibits any person 
from engaging in “air transportation” except 
to the extent he is authorized to do so by 
the Board.

radius of such airport or place; when 
used in connection with the Continental 
United States, except Alaska, it shall 
have the same meaning except be limited 
to the area within a 3-mile radius of 
such airport or place. 

§ 298.3 Classification. 

(a) There is hereby established a 
classification of air carriers, designated 
“air taxi operators” which engage in 
the direct air transportation of passen¬ 
gers and/or property and which: 

(1) Do not utilize aircraft having a 
maximum take-off weight of more than 

12,500 pounds either in air transportation 
or in any transportation by air of per¬ 
sons and/or property for compensation 
or hire. 

(2) Do not hold a certificate of public 
convenience and necessity or other eco¬ 
nomic authority issued by the Board. 

(b) A person who does not observe the 
conditions set forth in paragraph (a) of 
this section shall not be an air taxi oper¬ 
ator within the meaning of this part with 
respect to any operations conducted by 
him while such conditions are not being 
observed, and during such periods is not 
entitled to any of the exemptions set 
forth in this part. 

§ 298.4 Requests for statement of au¬ 
thority. 

In any instance where an air taxi oper¬ 
ator is required by a foreign government 
to produce evidence of its authority to 
engage in foreign air transportation 
under the laws of the United States, the 
Secretary of the Board will, upon request, 
furnish the carrier with a written state¬ 
ment, outlining its general operating 
privileges under this part for presenta¬ 
tion to the proper authorities of the 
foreign government. 

§ 298.5 Separability. 

If any provision of this part or the ap¬ 
plication thereof to any air transporta¬ 
tion, person, class of persons, or 
circumstances is held invalid, the re¬ 
mainder of the part and the application 
of such provision to other air transporta¬ 
tion, persons, classes of persons, or cir¬ 
cumstances shall not be affected thereby. 

Subpart B—Exemptions 

§ 298.11 Exemption authority. 

Air taxi operators are exempt from 
the following provisions of Title IV of 
the Act : 

(a) Subsection 401(a); 

(b) Section 403; 

(c) All provisions in subsection 404(a) 
except the requirement that air taxi op¬ 
erators shall provide safe service, equip¬ 
ment, and facilities in connection with 
air transportation ; 

(d) Subsection 404(b); 

(e) Subsection 405(b); 

(f) Subsections 407 (b), (c), and (d); 

(g) Subsection 408(a); except that no 
exemption is granted hereby for any air 
taxi operator to enter into any of the 
transactions or relationships prohibited 
by subsection 403(a) with any person 
(excluding air carriers) who operates for 
compensation or hire, aircraft having a 
maximum take-off weight of more than 

12,500 pounds. 


(h) Subsection 409(a); except that no 
exemption is granted hereby for any air 
taxi operator to enter into any of the 
relationships prohibited by subsection 
409(a) with any person (excluding air 
carriers) who operates for compensation 
or hire, aircraft having a maximum 
take-off weight of more than 12,500 
pounds. 

(i) Subsection 412(a): Provided, That 
nothing in this part shall be construed 
as relieving any air taxi operator from 
filing with the Board a true copy, or, if 
oral, a true and complete memorandum, 
of every contract or agreement (whether 
enforceable by provisions of liquidated 
damages, penalties, bonds or otherwise^ 
affecting air transportation, between any 
air taxi operator and any person (ex¬ 
cluding air carriers) who operates for 
compensation or hire, aircraft having a 
maximum take-off weight of more than 

12,500 pounds. 

§ 298.12 Effect of exemption on anti¬ 
trust laws. 

The exemption granted in § 298.11 
from sections 408, 409(a), and 412 of the 
Act shall not constitute an order made 
under such sections, within the meaning 
of section 414 of the Act, and shall not 
confer any immunity or relief from op¬ 
eration of the “anti-trust laws,” or any 
other statute (except the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Act of 1958) with respect to any 
transaction, interlocking relationship, or 
agreement otherwise within the purview 
of such sections. 

§ 298.13 Duration of exemption. 

The exemption from any provision of 
Title IV of the Act provided by § 298.11 
shall continue in effect only until such 
time as the Board shall find that en¬ 
forcement of such provision would be in 
the public interest or would no longer be 
a burden on air taxi operators: Provided, 
That upon such a finding as to any air 
taxi operator or class of air taxi opera¬ 
tors, such exemption shall to that extent 
terminate'with respect to such operator 
or class of operators: And provided fur - 
ther, That unless otherwise ordered by 
the Board the temporary exemption 
granted by § 298.11 shall terminate five 
years from the effective date of this re¬ 
issued part. 

Subpart C—Limitations on 
Exemptions 

§ 298.21 Scope of service authorized* 

(a) The exemption authority provided 

to air taxi operators by this part shall 
extend only to the direct air transporta¬ 
tion of persons and property in aircraft 
having a maximum take-off weight of 

12,500 pounds or less, except as prohib¬ 
ited by paragraphs (b), (c), and (d) of 
this section. , 

(b) An air taxi operator is prohibited 
from providing air transportation, oi 
holding out to the public expressly oi 
by course of conduct, that it provides 
such transportation regularly or with a 
reasonable degree of regularity; /*/ 
Within territories or possessions of tn 
United States, (2) within the State o 
Hawaii, (3) between any points wnei 
scheduled helicopter passenger servicJ 
or community center and interairpo 
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service, is provided by the holder of a 
certificate of public convenience and 
necessity either in accordance with such 
certificate or pursuant to exemption 
order of the Board, and (4) between any 
points where an air carrier certificated 
by the Board to provide unlimited route - 
type air transportation of persons, prop¬ 
erty, and mail provides scheduled daily 
transportation with aircraft having a 
maximum take-off weight of 12,500 
pounds or less. 

(c) Air taxi service in Alaska: No 
service in air transportation shall be 
offered or performed by an air taxi op¬ 
erator between points both of which are 
in the State of Alaska, or one of which 
is in Alaska and the other in Canada, 
unless the air taxi operator also holds 
authority from the State of Alaska to 
operate aircraft of a maximum take-off 
weight not over 12,500 pounds as a com¬ 
mon carrier in intra-State commerce, or 
has applied to the Board for, and re¬ 
ceived, special exemption authority (see 
Subpart D of Part 302 of this chapter 
(Procedural Regulations)): Provided, 
That the operator is prohibited from 
rendering the above authorized service 
in air transportation, or holding out to 
the public expressly or by course of con¬ 
duct that it renders such service, regu¬ 
larly or with a reasonable degree of reg¬ 
ularity. Air taxi operators may also 
transport over postal routes Nos. 78150 
and 78151 or such other designation as 
may be assigned thereto, and over postal 
routes designated by the Postmaster 
General as “gratuitous routes,” such 
mail as may be tendered by the post¬ 
master of Alaska for transportation over 
such routes: Provided, That the forego¬ 
ing restrictions on frequency of service in 
air transportation shall not apply to the 
carriage of such mail. 

(d) No service by helicopter shall be 
offered or performed by an air taxi op¬ 
erator between any two points between 
which scheduled helicopter service is 
provided by the holder of a certificate of 
Public convenience and necessity author¬ 
ing such service. 

Note: Service shall be deemed to be regu- 
ar within the meaning of this section 
unless it is of such infrequency as to pre- 
cuae an implication of uniform pattern or 
ormal consistency of operations between, 
r within, such designated points.

AIRWORTHINESS DIRECTIVES 
Douglas Aircraft 

Pursuant to the authority delegated 
to me by the Administrator (14 CFR 
Part 405), notice is hereby given that the 
Federal Aviation Agency has under con¬ 
sideration a proposal to amend Part 507 
of the regulations of the Administrator 
to include an airworthiness directive 
superseding Amendment 180 (25 F.R. 
7015) for Douglas DC- 6 , DC -6 A, and 
DC- 6 B aircraft. Service experience has 
shown that the lower front and center 
spar caps must be inspected at definite 
intervals rather than at “convenient 
inspection periods” as now required. 
Further, it has been determined that the 
directive should apply only to fuselage 
numbers 1 through 722 and that the 
upper front and center spar cap inspec¬ 
tion intervals may be extended an addi¬ 
tional 100 hours. Paragraph (a) of the 
proposal recognizes that a large number 
of aircraft have already been inspected 
and exempts such aircraft from the 
initial inspection requirements. In the 
interest of clarity, a number of editorial 
changes have also been effected.

Cracking usually occurs in spar cap tangs 
in the area of the Station 60 attachments 
and progresses chordwise. In addition, serv¬ 
ice experience has shown that the temporary 
repair of the above service difficulties per 
Douglas Rework Drawing 5611387 does not 
have the service life originally anticipated. 
As a result of this service experience, the 
upper and lower, front and center spar caps 
in the T% area of wing Station 60, with special 
attention to the spar cap tangs between 
wing Stations 55 and 65, must be visually in¬ 
spected for cracks as follows: 

(a) The upper and lower, front and center 
spar caps must be inspected within the next 
450 hours’ time in service unless already 
accomplished. Aircraft inspected prior to 
issuance of this AD must also comply with 
the repetitive inspections, rework and/or re¬ 
pairs specified in (b), (c), (d), and (e). 

(b) The upper front and center spar caps 
on all DC-6, DC-6 A, and DC-6B aircraft, 
Fuselage Nos. 1 through 722, must be re¬ 
inspected at intervals not to exceed 1,600 
hours’ time in service. 

(c) The lower front and center spar caps 
must be reinspected as follows: 

(1) Model DC-6 aircraft, Fuselage Nos. 1 
through 172, which have not been reworked 
in accordance with DC-6 Service Bulletin 
Nos. 569 and 724, at intervals not to exceed 
1,600 hours’ time in service. 

(2) Model DC-6 aircraft, Fuselage Nos. 1 
through 172, which have been reworked in 
accordance with DC-6 Service Bulletin Nos. 
569 and 724, at intervals not to exceed 3,200 
hours’ time in service. 

(3) Model DC-6, DC-6A and DC-6B air¬ 
craft, Fuselage Nos. 174 through 722, at in¬ 
tervals not to exceed 3,200 hours’ time in 
service. 

(d) If cracks are found, FA A approved 
permanent rework or temporary repair as 
recommended by the manufacturer or FA A 
approved equivalent is required prior to 
further flight. Temporary repairs may be 
made per Douglas Rework Drawing 5611387, 
or FAA approved equivalent, providing crack 
limitations as established on this drawing 
have not been exceeded. 

(e) Aircraft incorporating a temporary re¬ 
pair must be reinspected at intervals not to 
exceed 750 hours’ time in service pending the 
accomplishment of the FAA approved manu¬ 
facturer’s recommended permanent rework 
or FAA approved equivalent. Such rework 
or equivalent must be accomplished within 
4,200 hours’ time in service after incorporat¬ 
ing the temporary repair. 

(f) The inspections required by this AD 
may be discontinued for any area reworked 
in accordance with FAA approved permanent 
repair instructions. 

(Douglas Alert Service Bulletin A-678 re¬ 
vised June 3, 1960, covers this subject.)

CONTROL ZONES 
Modification 

Pursuant to the authority delegated 
to me by the Administrator (14 CFR 
409.13), notice is hereby given that the 
Federal Aviation Agency is considering 
an amendment to § 601.2326 of the regu¬ 
lations of the Administrator, the sub¬ 
stance of which is stated below. 

The Martha’s Vineyard, Mass., con¬ 
trol zone is presently designated within 
a 3-mile radius of the Martha’s Vine¬ 
yard Airport, and within 2 miles either 
side of a line bearing 040° True extend¬ 
ing from the northeast end of Runway 
No. 24 to a point 10 miles northeast of 
the nondirectional radio beacon. 

The Federal Aviation Agency ^ con¬ 
sidering modifying this control zone by 
redesignating it to be effective during 
the period from 0530 to 2400 hours 
daily (e.s.t.), and redesignating it 
within a 5-mile radius of the Martha’s 
Vineyard Airport; within 2 miles either 
side of the 040° True bearing from the 
radio beacon extending from the 5-mile 
radius zone to 12 miles northeast of 
the radio beacon; and within 2 miles 
either side of the 052° and 142° True 
radials of the Martha’s Vineyard TVOR 
(latitude 41°23'46" N., longitude 
70°36'48" W.), extending from the 5- 
mile radius zone to 12 miles northeast 
and southeast of the TVOR, excluding 
the portion of this control zone which 


coincides with the Falmouth, Mass., 
control zone being proposed for modifi¬ 
cation in a separate airspace action 
(Airspace Docket No. 60-NY-97). This 
excluded portion would consist of an ir¬ 
regular indentation into the last two 
miles of the control zone extension based 
on the radio beacon. 

This modification would provide pro¬ 
tection for aircraft executing prescribed 
instrument approach procedures to the 
Martha’s Vineyard Airport during in¬ 
strument flight rule conditions, and the 
time of designation would coincide with 
the hours of operation of the aviation 
weather reporting service. 

If these actions are taken, the Mar¬ 
tha’s Vineyard, Mass., control zone 
would be designated during the period 
from 0530 hours to 2400 hours daily 
(e.s.t.), within a 5-mile radius of the 
Martha’s Vineyard Airport, Mass, (lati¬ 
tude 41°23'35" N., longitude 70°36'56" 
W.), within 2 miles either side of the 
040° True bearing of the radio beacon 
extending from the 5-mile radius zone 
to 12 miles northeast of the radio bea¬ 
con; within 2 miles either side of the 
052° and 142° True radials of the Mar¬ 
tha’s Vineyard TVOR extending from 
the 5-mile radius zone to 12 miles north¬

In support, Kenwood Oil Company, 
et al., cites the contract provisions and 
claims that it would be inequitable to 
deny the operation of the provisions of 
the pricing clause. 

In support, Aztec Oil & Gas Company 
cites the contract provisions and the 
alleged triggering rates of other produc¬ 
ers in the area. 

The increased rates and charges so 
proposed may be unjust, unreasonable, 
unduly discriminatory, or preferential, 
or otherwise unlawful. 

The Commission finds: It is necessary 
and proper in the public interest and to 
aid in the enforcement of the provisions 
of the Natural Gas Act that the Com¬ 
mission enter upon hearings concerning 
the lawfulness of the several proposed 
changes and that the above-designated 
supplements be suspended and the use 
thereof deferred as hereinafter ordered.
